9 '/**►—Hop v for a com­ 
promise solution of the Berlin crisis 
rose in some quarters today on the 
.strength of con vet' itions between 
Security 
Council 
President 
Juan 
Bramuglia of Argentina and Russian 
leader*. 
Acting both ar* th e council presi­ 
dent and spokesman for the council’ll 
six "neutral" nations. BramugUa has 
had two meetings, with Soviet offic­ 
ials, One with Deputy Foreign Min­ 
ister Andrei Y Vishinsky yesterday. 
Commenting on the talks, a source 
close to the Argentine Foreign Min­ 
ister reported they were "gr i.ig along 
perfectly" and that Bramuglia was 
"very happy" over his talk with 
Vishinsky. 
No Solid Farts Yet 
Bramuglia also conferred with the 
delegates of the three western pow­ 
ers who have accused Russia before 
the Security Council of threatening 
world peace by her actions in Berlin. 
The Argentine had an appoint­ 
ment with Dmitri Z. Manuilsky, 
foreign minister of the Soviet Uk­ 


raine. but Manuilsky was ill and 
unable to see him 
There Is as yet no solid informa­ 
tion on the progress of Bramuglla's 
attempts to mediate the dispute But 
the fact that, he is continuing his 
effort is taken as a hopeful sign. 
A French ©Atrial said the fact 
that Bramuglia.s conferenre with 
Vishinsky lasted some time was a 
favorable omen. 
Kouth American Angle 
Bramuglia originally began hi* 
mediation.* efforts with the consent 
of the five other neutral nations on 
the council—Cli ma, Canada, Bel­ 
gium, Colombia and Syria and is 
scheduled to re ©ort bm k to them 
today. 
The Argentine statesman is be­ 
lieved t ) favor some fa< o-saving 
formula whereby the Berlin blockade 
will be lifted and the Big Four For­ 
eign Ministers Council convened to 
take up the Berlin and German 
ques ti ors. 
Observers believe that lf the Rus­ 
sians are to accept some formula for 
settlement they would prefer it to 
come from Argentina so as to rn- 
I courage and develop a leader in 
Latin American circles to rival the 
United States.

It 
is not generally understood 
that front-end caster afreets both 
camber and toe in and should be 
considered first 
when rt*-aligning j 
wheels. Caster varies with the weight 
in the rear of the car, this rear-end 
sag changing the tilt of the front ] 
end. I have seen cars pronounced 
perfect so far as alignment la con­ 
cerned only to steer badly and wear 
the front tires when they become 
loaded down and are on the road. 
One of the latest alignment m a-, 
chines used in a Detroit factory also j 
takes into consideration the effect 
of rolling of the wheels. Settings are 
made with the wheels traveling at 
a car speed of 30 miles an hour. 
Now that the su ^ r balloon tire Is 
so widely used It may be helpful to 
keep in mind that too much camber 
is destructive to this type of tire 
because so much more tread Is in 
contace with the road. For some 
years manfacturers have been us- 
1 ing a small amount of camber in j 
order to offset that looseness which 
is certain to develop in front end 
parts. 
Hands Off Here 
I am attaching a small but no­ 
ticeable tag to the radiator cap of 
my car warning filling station fel­ 
lows not to unscrew it. This cap. 
like tlio.se on many of the new cars, 
Is a pressure type. If it la unscrewed 
while the engine Is hot. pressure 
will be last and it cannot be built 
up again until the engine cools off 
Object of a pressure system is to 
raise the boiling point of the cool­ 
ant so that lf the engine runs a bit 
on the hot side, coolant won t be 
lost so easily out the overflow. O na 
my job the valve opens around four 
pounds pressure, while on some Jobs 
it runs to eight for conventional 
transmissions. In one case where a 
fluid coupling is used the pressure 
I in the cooling system can build up 
to 12 to 15 pounds before the spring- 
loaded valve opens to allow coolant 
to escape out the overflow This ex­ 
tra margin of pressure is designed 
to compensate for the higher tem ­ 
peratures of the motor at certain 
times when the automatic coupling 
is slipping.
